In es- 
sence there will be three separated dining 
facilities: 1) a vending food service, 2) a 
cafeteria similar to the one we presently 
have, and 3) a unique waitress serviced 
revolving dining room complete with view 
of the East River.

construction are the following: 1) There 
will be a conveyor belt at the cafeteria 
line.

We have 
been assured that the personnel behind the 
counter will also be sufficient to enable 
quicker service. 2) The above feature will 
enable those persons having hot food to 
retain the heat of the dish at the table.

HSS TO START NURSERY -KINDERGARTEN 


“How can we attract more nurses?” 


This has been a perpetual question here 
and elsewhere for many years. We be- 
lieve we have finally licked the problem. 


An ambitious project will be initiated in 
the summer months. Special Surgery has 
hired 6 full-time nursery and kindergarten 
teachers. A school will be started this June 
and located on the first and second floors 
of the 72nd Street side of the Warehouse. 


Miss Dean Smith, Director of Nursing, 
who promoted this project expressed her 
delight that it was actually being imple- 
mented. 


The school will be run to coincide with 
the working hours of our nursing staff. 
Teachers will be available from 7:30 a.m. 


to receive the children. However, the 
school will remain open until 5:00 p.m. 
to serve the needs of other essential staff 
members such as laboratory and X-ray 
technicians. 


Special programs will be conducted to 
meet the needs of the youngsters who 
would naturally find it an ordeal at such 
young ages to be in school for 8 rull hours. 


Featured in their program will be music, 
arts and crafts, group activities such as 
play, trips and story telling. In addition, 
there will be a napping room and a outdoor 
gym on top of the warehouse. 


Since children will be selected from as 
young as 18 months, Mr. Young has em- 
phasized the importance of picking an es- 
pecially talented staff, equipped to cope 


with the numerous problems of a child so 
young. 

Great strides have been made in this di- 
rectiton with the appointment of Miss An- 
astasia Bookbinder, known for her pioneer- 
ing work in the Montessori teaching meth- 
od. Miss Bookbinder will be Head-Mistress 
and has indicated that she plans to inte- 
grate certain of the Montessori methods 
into the school’s program. 


Since this project has so many attractive 
features, especially the one enabling nurses 
to return to the hospital, HSS has been 
granted $200,000. toward establishing the 
school by the Amelia Swarthington Mil- 
ford Foundation. This grant will permit 
parents to enroll their children for $50.00 
a semester.

EDUCATIONAL 
MONITORS TO BE 
PLACED IN THE 
LECTURE HALL 


Special Surgery has increasingly developed 
into an educational center. Weekly courses 
are now being held for third and fourth 
year Cornell Medical Students. 


Medical Staff conferences are held weekly. 
Service patients are presented weekly along 
with a host of specialty conferences for 
both clinical and research purposes. 


There appears to be in addition an in- 
creased number of nationwide orthopedic 
conferences being held at Special Surgery. 
Naturally we are proud of this recognition! 
In order to keep up with the reputation, 


therefore, officials have decided to install 
an elaborate TV monitoring system in the 
Lecture Hall. Cameras will be placed in 
the main operating room suite and the 
animal reserach operating room. In addi- 
tion, a small TV studio is being contem- 
plated for non-operative but rather panel 
discussion type of broadcasting. 


The purpose for these TV monitors is to, 
1) demonstrate difficult operative proce- 
dures to large groups of medically oriented 
people, 2) to introduce a new teaching de- 
vice to both student and staff alike, 3) to 
bring the research and clinical activities 
closer together, and 4) to assure that we 
maintain our lead as this country’s major 
orthopedic teaching hospital. 


Mr. Ungberg, who has been closely in- 
volved in this entire project, stated, ‘“Nat- 
urally we are terribly excited about this 
new development. We know that it will be 
an excellent visual aid for our Attending 
and our Research personnel, for the med- 
ical students, nursing staff, as well as for 
visiting conferees.” 


He went on to say, “I believe I can let it 
out of the bag, what makes it particularly 
exciting to us is that this TV monitoring 
will be over 40” screens and in living 


15-25 YEAR 
CLUB TO 
BECOME 25-40 
YEAR CLUB 


At its March meeting the executive com- 
mittee of the 15-25 Year Club unanimous- 
ly voted to change the constitution of the 
15-25 Year Club. This club organized to 
recognize the service of those in the HSS 
family has grown by leaps and bounds. To 
date there are 221 members. 


Each year at its annual dinner over 100 
members attend. 


A spokesman for the executive committee 
explained, “In the beginning this club was 
organized to single out the devoted and 
loyal employee, volunteer, staff member 
and board member for his long service to 


the institution. Now that there are so many 
members, the club no longer has the ex- 
clusive quality that it once had. The switch 
to a 25-40 Year Club, we feel, will return 
the club to this status.” 


It was further explained that “the approx- 
imate number of present members in the 
25 year and over category is 70. Those 
members presently having served over 15 
years but fewer than 25 years will remain 
in the club as associate members. How- 
ever, they will not be invited to the an- 
nual dinner.” 


These new regulations will take effect this 
year. 


‘““NURSING-SIDE 
BED CARE” 


The present acute shortage of nurses avail- 
able for bedside nursing is causing experts 
in the health-care field to consider ways 
and means of coping with the shortage by 
more efficiently using the available supply. 


One exciting new concept known as “nurs- 
ing-side bedcare” would revolutionize tra- 
ditional patterns of nursing care. The idea 
is to cluster patients around a nurse, in 
groups of not more than four, in order to 
maintain the semi-private status of the 
patient. 


The concept requires extensive structure 
modification of the physical plant and the 
hospital’s building committee chairman en- 
visions the need for service-care outlets for 
each nurse. In effect, an individual nursing 
station. Each outlet will have the capabil- 
ity of monitoring the patients’ responses 
electronically. Requests for various serv- 
ices, medications, laboratory tests, etc. are 
processed automatically. 


The concept is having a tremendous impact 
on nursing education. Currently there are 
various pilot studies underway in a few of 
the leading diploma schools. The N.L.N. 
has recommended that an integrated pro- 
gram in elementary electronics and data 
processing become part of the basic cur- 
riculum of the diploma school. Some de- 
gree programs have already established 
affiliation programs with post-graduate 
technical institutes. The nursing program 
at the University of California, in coop- 
eration with Cal-Tech, is offering a six- 
year program whereby selected students 
may obtain an R.N., B.S., and Masters in 
Electrical Engineering. 


Hospital Administrators, worried about the 
clear and present danger that exists to the 
patient because of the nursing shortage, 
are apprehensive about this extension in 
the preparation of the professional nurse. 
They feel that nursing skills cannot be 
acquired in a setting so far removed from 
patient care. One veteran administrator, 
speaking for his colleagues, expressed it 
this way: “Let’s get these girls back to the 
patient, back to where the action is.”
